Efforts to Induce the Admiral to 
Come by Way of ’Frisco. 


WESTERN CITIES IN THE MOVEMENT, 


Civil Strife Between the Forces of 
Two of Aguinaldo’s Generals is 
Narrowly Averted—Reconnoi- 
tering Party Fired On,” 


Chicago, May 10.—News was received 
at the city hall Tuesday that a strong 
movement is forming in the west to 
induce Admiral Dewey to make his en- 
try into the United States next month 
through San Francisco. According to 
the announced plans of the Manila hero, 
he will leave the Philippines on his flag- 
ship, the Olympia, immediately upon 
the arrival of Admiral Watson. Ad- 
miral Dewey, it has been reported, will 
take the Suez canal route, and will first 
greet his countrymen at the port of 
New York. It is now proposed by 
mayors and leading civil officials of the 
west to petition the admiral to change 
his plans and make the Golden Gate the 
ohjective point of his voyage to his na- 
tive land. The latter proposition, as 
made by Mayor Phelan, of San Fran- 
cisco, who has telegraphed to the city 
executives of the leading cities of the 
western portion of the United States, 
asking their cooperation in the effort to 
secure for the west the honor of first re- 
ceiving the naval hero. 

Mayor Harrison received the follow- 
ing dispatch from Mayor Phelan Tues- 
day: “Can you advise me by telegram 
if I can use your name by cablegram, in- 
viting Admiral Dewey to return by San 
Francisco instead of by Suez? We con- 
template grand celebration.” Mayor 
Harrison immediately wired his assent. 
Jt is reported that Mayor Phelan has 
wired all the mayors of the principal 
cities of the west, and has received fa- 
vorable answers from the following 
cities:

Almost Civil Strife. ; ; 
New York, May 10. — A dispatch te 
the Journal and Advertiser from Ma- 
nila says: Only the entreaties of 
Aguinaldo averted last Tuesday a civil 
war between the forces of his two rival 
generals, Luna and Mascardo. ‘They 
were actually drawn up in battle array. 
This and a positive confirmation of 
the news that Luna has been danger- 
ously wounded in the shoulderin the 
battle of Saint Tomas are the most im- 
portant items of intelligence brought 


-by the army gunboats Laguna de Bay 


and Cavadonga, which returned from a 
brief expedition up the San Fernando 
river. ‘ 

It was immediately before the battle 
of Saint Tomas that the insurgents so 
nearly arrived at the point of begin- 
ning to exterminate one another. Gen. 
Luna when he saw that an engagement 
with the American troops was inevit- 
able, sent back an aid post haste to 
Bacolor, where Gen. Mascardo was, de- 
manding reenforcements. Mascardo’s 
reply was that he would take orders 
from no one but Aguinaldo. 

Luna Infuriated. 


This so infuriated Luna that, in spite 
of the impeding conflict with the com- 
mon enemy, he took 1,500 of his soldiery 
and made a forced march to Bacolor in- 
tent on chastising his comrade in arms. 
Mascardo was nothing loth to fight it 
out, and ordered his command into line 
of battle. Shouts of hatred and defiance 
were heard on both sides. Outside the 
opposing forces, the insurgent camp 
was all confusion. Aguinaldo, terrified 
by the situation, ordered his chief of 
staff, Col. Arguelles, to make peace at 
all hazards. The soldiers had loaded 
their pieces and were waiting for orders 
to begin the onslaught when Arguelles 
galloped between the lines frantically 
waving a flag of truce.

Gen. Shafter, in command of 
the department of California, has been 
directed to furnish a suitable escort. 


THE BUFFALO STRIKE. 


Situation Shows No Material Change 
—Grain Shovelers Still Ob- 
durate. 


Buffalo, N- X; May 10.—While the 
strike situation remains unchanged, 
after a day of great quietness, there is 
still hope for a speedy settlement of the 
trouble. The grain shovelers are ob- 
urate, in that they still persist that 
nothing will satisfy them except aboli- 
tion of contractors and middlemen. 
They assert that they can furnish suf- 
ficient bonds to guarantee that they 
themselves can handle all of the grain 
which is transported by the Lake Car- 
riers’ association. Tuesday night at a 
big meeting of the grain  shovelers, 
held at St. Bridget’s hall, President 
McMahon made a report of the doings 
of the conference committees. He 
stated that the proposition submitted 
by the grain shovelers had been laid on 
the table by the representatives of the 
Lake Carriers’ association and that the 
latter had made a counter proposition. 
The lake carriers, Mr. McMahon said, 
had agreed to accept all of the terms 
contained in the preposition of the 
grain shovelers with the exception of 
the abrogation of the contract which 
Mr. Conners had. They had agreed to 
take the entire supervision of the work 
out of Mr. Conners’ hands, to let Bishop 
Quigley appoint a superintendent, to 
give the power to the grain shovelers of 
appointing their own boss ‘scoopers, 
and they agreed to the appointment of 
a local board of arbitration. In other 
words, the lake carriers had agreed 
that hereafter Mr. Conners would be 
contractor in name only and that he 
would have nothing to do with the men 
or the work, with the exception of 
drawing his five cents per 1,000 bushels. 
President McMahon announced that 
the committee of the strikers had re- 
fused to accept these terms and ‘had 
declared that they would have nothing 
to do with the work unless Mr. Con- 
ners was relieved of the contract alto- 
gether. The grain shovelers unani- 
mously approved of the committee’s ac- 
tion. 


A SOUTHERN TRAGEDY. 


Disputed Bill Causes a Fight at Oko- 
lona, Miss., in Which Four 
Men Are Killed. 


Meridian, Miss., May 10.—A deplorable 
tragedy was enacted at Okolona, Miss., 
Tuesday night. The details as received 
here are somewhat confusing, but it is 
understood that, as a result of the at- 
fair, four men among the most 
prominent people in the little 
town are dead. Dr. William Mur- 
phy became involved in a dispute 
with Charles D, Clarke over a bill which 
the doctor claimed Clarke owed him, 
The dispute grew heated, and a fight 
was precipitated. Clarke drew a knife 
and, rushing at the physician, quickly 
severed his jugular vein. Howard Mur- 
phy, the physician’s son, hearing of the 
trouble, rushed to the scene with a re- 
volver, and shot Clarke to death. Wal 
ter Clarke, Clarke’s brother, then came 
up and engegetl Howard Murphy in a 
duel. Pistols were used. The fight was 
a vicious one, and resulted in the death 
of both young men.

Little Prospect for Municipal Own- 
ership of Detroit Railways. 


THE NEGOTIATIONS COME TO A HALT. 


Insurmountable Differences as to 
Price and Terms of Purchase 
May Cause a Failure of 
the Plan, 


Detroit, Mich., May 10.—Negotiations 
for municipal ownership of Detroit’s 
street railways have come to a halt. 
The situation gives little apparent hope 
for reaching of an agreement as to 
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price and terms of purchase between | 
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the city’s street railway commissioners | pa enoa 


and the owners of the street railways. 
The commissioners are reticent, and 
Tom L. Johnson, who has conducted ne- 
gotiations for thestreet car companies, 
declined to be intérviewed. According 
to the attitude of the commissioners 
there must be some concession by the 
companies or municipal ownership and 
operation, as at present contemplated, 
cannot be accomplished. A report upon 
the situation had been looked for at 
Tuesday night’s regular meeting of the 
city council, but none was filed. 

The aim of Gov. Pingree and tlhe oth- 
er members of the commission has been 
to buy out the companies at a price 
which would fairly cover the value of 
the properties and present franchises 
and at the same time enable them to op- 
erate the roads under three-cent fares. 
The law authorizing the purchase pro- 
vides that the entire purchase price be 
paid out of the earnings of the roads. 

Couldn’t Agree on Price, 

The price named by Mr. Johnson, as 
representative of R. T. Wilson, of New 
York, and other owners of the roads, 
is stated to have been $15,325,000 cash or 
its equivalent, The equivalent proposed 
was $17,100,000 in four per cent. bonds 
to eover the commission assets, 
same to be secured by a 30-year security 
franchise which would provide six for 
a quarter fares on all the roads, in- 
cluding those now operated at eight for 
a quarter fares, The latter feature was 
a point of disagreement, the commis- 
sion refusing to agree to a raising of 
fares on the newer (three-cent fare) 
lines in the event of default and rever- 
sion of the roads to the companies. The 
commission’s final proposal seems to 
have been to buy the roads at $15,500,- 


000 if the companies would extend the 


option (which expires May 14) for 90 
days, to allow the commission opportu- 
nity to sell the bonds at par and pay 
over the cash. In case of failure to sell 
the bonds, they to be turned over to the 
companies and the price increased to 
about $16,000,000, secured by a 80-year 
franchise following expiration of the 
present franchises. Mr. Wilson, after 
consideration, declined to accept other 
than his original price of $15,325,000 
cash or its equivalent of $17,100,000 in 
four per cent. bonds. 

In addition to the failure of the ne- 
gotiations at the present stage the legal 
situation is uncertain. The state su- 
preme court is now preparing its deci- 
sion in a proceeding against the com- 
mission to test the constitutionality of 
the McLeod act. An injunction suit to 
restrain the commission from acting is 
also pending in a local court. 


NO PLOW TRUST. 


Leading Companies Deny That a 
Combination Has Been Formed— 
A Proposition Presented. 


South Bend, Ind., May 10.—The Oliver 
and the South Bend Chilled Plow com- 
panies deny that they have entered the 
trust and state that the meeting held 
in Chicago Monday was to consider 
matters of mutual interest. They state, 
however, that Judge Vincent, of Chi- 
cago, a promoter, desires to form a plow 
combination and has submitted a prop- 
osition embodying $25,000,000 of pre- 
ferred stock and $25,000,000 of common, 
but his proposals met with very little 
consideration. Some plow men are fa- 
vorable to a combine, but the South 
Bend companies are not. No plow com- 
pany of consequence has given an op- 
tion upon its plant. i

AG- 
miral Dewey, it has been reported, will 
take the Suez canal route, and will first 
greet his countrymen at the port of 
New York. It is now proposed by 
mayors and leading civil officials of the 
west to petition the admiral to change 
his plans and make the Golden Gate the 
objective point of his voyage to his na- 
tive land. The latter proposition, as 
made by Mayor Phelan, of San Fran- 
cisco, who has telegraphed to the city 
executives of the leading cities of the 
western portion of the United States, 
asking their cooperation in the effort to 
secure for the west the honor of first re- 
ceiving the naval hero. 

Mayor Harrison received the follow- 
ing dispatch from Mayor Phelan Tues- 

ay: “Can you advise me by telegram 
if I can use your name by cablegram, in- 
viting Admiral Dewey to return by San 
Francisco instead of by Suez? We con- 
template grand celebration.” Mayor 
Harrison immediately wired his assent. 
It is reported that Mayor Phelan has 
wired all the mayors of the principal 
cities of the west, and has received fa- 
vorable answers from the following 
cities:

May Attend G. A. R. Encampment. 

‘Philadelphia, May 10. — Admiral 
Dewey has expressed his intention of 
attending the thirty-third annual en- 
campment of the Grand Army of the 
Nepublic in this city next September if 
he can possibly get away. He will be 
the guest of Naval post, No. 400, and will 
be asked to preside over the naval vet- 
erans’ convention, which will be held 
in Independence hall at that time. 

Almost Civil Strife. : 

New York, May 10. — A dispatch to 
the Journal and Advertiser from Ma- 
nila says: Only the entreaties of 
Aguinaldo averted last Tuesday a civil 
war between the forces of his two rival 
generals, Luna and Mascardo. They 
were actually drawn up in battle array. 

This and a positive confirmation of 
the news that Luna has been danger- 
ously wounded in the shoulderin the 
battle of Saint Tomas are the most im- 
portant items of intelligence brought 


by the army gunboats Laguna de Bay 


and Cavadonga, which returned from a 
brief expedition up the San Fernando 
river. fi 
It was immediately before the battle 
of Saint Tomas that the insurgents so 
nearly arrived at the point of begin; 
ning to exterminate one another. Gen. 
Luna when he saw that an engagement 
with the American troops was inevit- 
able, sent back an aid post haste to 
Bacolor, where Gen. Mascardo was, de- 
manding reenforcements. Mascardo’s 
reply was that he would take orders 
from no one but Aguinaldo. 
Luna Infuriated. 


This so infuriated Luna that, in spite 
of the impeding conflict with the com- 
mon enemy, he took 1,500 of his soldiery 
and made a forced march to Bacolor in- 
tent on chastising his comrade in arms. 
Mascardo was nothing loth to fight it 
out, and ordered his command into line 
of battle. Shouts of hatred and defiance 
were heard on both sides. Outside the 
opposing forces, the insurgent camp 
was all confusion. Aguinaldo, terrified 
by the situation, ordered his chief of 
staff, Col. Arguelles, to make peace at 
all hazards. The soldiers had loaded 
their pieces and were waiting for orders 
to begin the onslaught when Arguelles 
galloped between the lines frantically 
waving a flag of truce. 

Aguinaldo Begs Hard. 

There was an angry conference be- 
tween him and the rival generals, 
Aguinaldo was drawn into it. With all 


the intensity at his command, he begged 


Luna and Mascardo not to plunge the 
Filipino forces into civil strife at a time 
when they were already broken and de- 
moralized by successive defeats at the 
hands of the American s. 

His entreaties prevailed for the time 
being. Luna sullenly returned to the 
front, after the commanding general 
had provided him with reenforcements 
and ordered Mascardo to be court-mar- 
tialed for not having sent them at first. 

The battle of Saint Tomas followéd, 
and ‘Luna, on whose ferocity in the field 
Aguinaldo placed his chief reliance, re- 
ceived wounds that will surely disable 
him for the rest of the campaign and 
may cause his death. 

Reconnoitering Party Fired Upon. 

Manila, May 10.—A _ reconnoitering 
party from Maj. Gen. Lawton’s com- 
mand, and which consisted of two 
companies of the Minnesota regiment 
and two companies of the Oregon regi- 
ment, under command of Maj. Diggles, 
of the Minnesota regiment, advanced 
Monday to a point near San Miguel, 
which is about 12 miles north of Bali- 
nag. There the Americans were met 
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strike situation remains unchanged, 
after a day of great quietness, there is 
still hope for a speedy settlement of the 
trouble.

He 
stated that the proposition submitted 
by the grain shovelers had been laid on 
the table by the representatives of the 
Lake Carriers’ association and! that the 
latter had made a counter proposition. 
The lake carriers, Mr. McMahon said, 
had agreed to accept all of the terms 
contained in the preposition of the 
grain shovelers with the exception of 
the abrogation of the contract which 
Mr. Conners had. They had agreed to 
take the entire supervision of the work 
out of Mr. Conners’ hands, to let Bishop 
Quigley appoint a superintendent, to 
give the power to the grain shovelers of 
appointing their own boss ‘scoopers, 
and they agreed to the appointment of 
a local board of arbitration. In other 
words, the lake carriers had agreed 
that hereafter Mr. Conners would be 
contractor in name only and that he 
would have nothing to do with the men 
or the work, with the exception of 
drawing his five cents per 1,000 bushels. 
President’ McMahon announced that 
the committee of the strikers had re- 
fused to accept these terms and had 
declared that they would have nothing 
to do with the work unless Mr. Con- 
ners was relieved of the contract alto- 
gether. The grain shovelers unani- 
mously approved of the committee’s ac- 
tion. 


A SOUTHERN TRAGEDY. 


Disputed Bill Causes a Fight at Oko- 
lona, Miss., in Which Four 
Men Are Killed. 


Meridian, Miss., May 10.—A deplorable 
tragedy was enacted at Okolona, Miss., 
Tuesday night. The details as received 
here are somewhat cònfusing, but it is 
understood that, as a result of the at- 


fair, four men among the most 
prominent people in the little 
town are dead. Dr. Wiliam Mur- 


phy became inyolved in a dispute 
with Charles D, Clarke over a bill which 
the doctor claimed Clarke owed him, 
The dispute grew heated, and a fight 
was precipitated. Clarke drew a knife 
and, rushing at the physician, quickly 
severed his jugular vein. Howard Mur- 
phy, the physician’s son, hearing of the 
trouble, rushed to the seene with a re- 
volver, and shot Clarke to death. Wal- 
ter Clarke, Clarke’s brother, then came 
up and engegetl Howard Murphy in a 
duel. Pistols were used. The fight was 
a vicious one, and resulted in the death 
of both young men. 


Wants a Standing Army. 

Havana, May 10.—Gen. Maximo Go- 
mez is trying to persuade Gov. Gen\ 
Brooke that a Cuban standing army of 
15,000 men is a necessary adjunct to the 
proper government of the island. His 
views he has presented in writing, but 
without eliciting as yét any reply. The 
proposition is not likely to receive 
much consideration ‘at headquarters. 


Cannot Sing. 

Ann Arbor, Mich., May 10.—Mme.

Lhe aim of Gov. Pingree and tHe oth- 
er members of the commission has been 
to buy out the companies at a price 
which would fairly cover the value of 
the properties and present franchises 
and at the same time enable them to op- 
erate the roads under three-cent fares. 
The law authorizing the purchase pro- 
vides that the entire purchase price be 
paid out of the earnings of the roads. 

Couldn’t Agree on Price. 

The price named by Mr. Johnson, as 
representative of R. T. Wilson, of New 
York, and other owners of the roads, 
is stated to have been $15,325,000 cash or 
its equivalent, The equivalent proposed 
was $17,100,000 in four per cent. bonds 
to eover the commission assets, the 
same to be secured by a 30-year security 
franchise which would provide six for 
a quarter fares on all the roads, in- 
cluding those now operated at eight for 
a quarter fares, The latter feature was 
a point of disagreement, the commis- 
sion refusing to agree to a raising of 
fares on the newer (three-cent fare) 
lines in the event of default and rever- 
sion of the roads to the companies. The 
commission’s final proposal seems to 
have been to buy the roads at $15,500,- 
000 if the companies would extend the 
option (which expires May 14) for 90 
days, to allow the commission opportu- 
nity to sell the bonds at par and pay 
over the cash. In case of failure to sell 
the bonds, they to be turned over to the 
companies and the price increased to 
about $16,000,000, secured by a 30-year 
franchise following expiration of the 
present franchises. Mr. Wilson, after 
consideration, declined to accept other 
than his original price of $15,325,000 
cash or its equivalent of $17,100,000 in 
four per cent. Ponds. 

In addition to the failure of the ne- 
gotiations at the present stage the legal 
situation is uncertain. The state su- 
preme court is now preparing its deci- 
sion in a proceeding against the com- 
mission to test the constitutionality of 
the McLeod act. An injunction suit to 
restrain the commission from acting is 
also pending in a local court. 


NO PLOW TRUST. 


Leading Companies Deny That a 
Combination Has Been Formed— 
A Proposition Presented, 


South Bend, Ind., May 10.—The Oliver 
and the South Bend Chilled Plow com- 
panies deny that they have entered the 
trust and state that the meeting held 
in Chicago Monday was to consider 
matters of mutual interest. They state, 
however, that Judge Vincent, of Chi- 
cago, a promoter, desires to form a plow 
combination and has submitted a prop- 
osition embodying $25,000,000 of pre- 
ferred stock and $25,000,000 of common, 
but his proposals met with very little 
consideration. Some plow men are fa- 
vorable to a combine, but the South 
Bend companies are not. No plow com- 
pany of consequence has given an op- 
tion upon its plant. :

The general committee forthe recep- 
tion of the returning soldiers met at the 
city clerk’s office last evening. Mayor 
Limick called the meeting to order. 

Chairman Beakes, of the finance con- 
mittee, said that he had expected to 
make a definite report of just how much 
money had been collected in, but was 
unaible to do so on account of not all of 
the sub-reports being handed in.

ADDITION TO HIGH SCHOOL. 


A MOST EXHAUSTIVE REPORT FROM THE 
| SUPERINTENDENT. 


- The regular monthly meeting of the 
Board of Education was. held in the 
superintendent’s office Tuesday, May 9, 
t CSU - 
Present—President Bach and Trustees 
Beal, Bower, Mack, Scott, Eberbach, 
Sheehan and Mills. : 
Minutes of last meeting read and ap- 
proved. 
Supt. Slauson read the following re- 
port on the conditicn and needs of the 


schools: 


Madame President and Members of the 

Board of E’dulcation: 

In order that the work of the Ann Ar- 
bor schools may be the best that it is 
possible to make it next year, it Seems 
to me that it is well, at this 
present a partial- report of tl:e portion 
of the year that. is past and some sug- 
gestions concerning the needs of the 
coming year. Only such matters con- 
cerning the past will now be referred to 


‘as’ are considered necessary to afford 


a proper consideration cf the needs of 
the future, and only those matters ‘will 
now be brought up that appear to me 
to ibe those in which the Board of Edu- 
cation must be the moving spirits. 
Methods of teaching and all matters 
pertaining especially to the work of the 
teachers are reserved for discussion 
with them. I will speak first of 
BUILDINGS. 

By the addition made to the Tappan 
and to the Philp ‘Balch school's last 
summer, they have ‘been made conveni- 
ent and adequate to the present needs 
of those schools. The new heating ap- 
paratus put into ‘the Elisha Jones school 
has been a decided improvement. The 
expense attendant upon these changes 
was considerable, but I think that all 
who have examined the work are agreed 
that the money ‘was well expended. In 
spite of the considerable expenditure of 
last year there are still some thing's 
that are urgent and that ought to be at- 
tended to at the very beginning of the 
summer vacation. From previous ex- 
perience I am confident that it would 
be true economy to place the work in 
charge of some competent man, who 
should be held responsible for its qual- 
ity. 

The walls and ceilings of mary of the 
school rooms in the city are diugy and 
unsightly. Nearly all of them need tint- 
ing, both for the purpose of beautifying 
them and of improving the light se that 
the children’s eyes may be ‘subjected to 
less strain. ‘This is especially needed 
in the rooms of the older part of the 
Third ward building. 'There the walls 
and ceilings shiould ‘be scraped before 
being tinted. ‘All room's that are not 
already thus supplied shoul have pic- 


ture moulding and some arrangament 


for display of the work of pupils. As 
parents seldom enter the school rooms 
and know but little of the schools, the 
teachers are hampered in their work by 
the lack of incentives to ‘miove the chil- 
Gren to do their best work. That on pa- 
per is considered by the children as des- 
tined for the waste basket or as done 
for the teacher, It has been found that 
many pupils are spurred to do better 
work ‘by placing their productions 
where they can be seen iby all. A plain 
strip of soft wood placed six or nine 
inches above the blackboard, so that 
papers may be tacked to it, or_a wire 
placed in the same place to which pa- 
pers may be attached by “clips” will 
answer the same purpose. The mould- 
ing and strips will afford attachment 
for decorations without defacement of 
the walts. Individual teachers have, in 
some cases, spent from five to ten dol- 
lars of their own money in buying pic- 
‘tures for the decoration of their rooms. 
They certainly should be afforded suit- 
able means for hanging them. 

The interior wood work of some rooms 
needs repainting quite as much as the 
walls and ceilings need tinting, 

In some rooms the blackboards are in 
This is 
especially true in the W. S. Perry 
sichlool. There it twill, probably, be 
necessary to make some ‘boards entirely 
new... Several rooms in the Third ward 
are also in need of new boards. The 
others, doubtless, need only a fresh coat 
of liquid slating.. 

In the high school building, room No. 
7 is entirely too small for the large 
classes that meet there. It might be 
enlarged by removing the partition on 
the north side. This would make the 
room eight feet wider. It would neces- 
sitate the removal of the stairway on 
the north side of the office. As there 
would still be four stairways leading to 
the second floor, this could readily be 
spared.

should be adorned with grass, shrubs 
and flowers. A part of this work might 
be done by the children ‘with great ad- 
vantage to them. Tke doing would be 
of educational value, and they would 
be much more likely to take care in 
preserving that which they had helped 
to create. Farther, they would be more 
likely, by and by, when they shall have 
become the possessors of homes, to 
make their exteriors attractive; hence, 
in the end, such work ‘would have a 
tendency to improve the entire town. 
FURNITURE. 

There are still a ‘considerable number 
of the old double 
rooms, especially. in wards three, four 
and five. The single sitting is much 
more sanitary and offers fewer tempta- 
tions to disorder than does the double 
one, The child who has a whole seat to 
himself, for which he may be held re- 
sponsible, is more likely to become a 
good citizen than ‘the one who has to 
share a seat and desk either with -his 
chosen: friend or ‘with one whom he dis- 
likes. Again, although these oid desks 
have ‘been well cared for during the 
last half century, age and wear have 
told on them so that they are not, in 
many cases, smooth enough to admit of 
writing on them without something to 
disguilse the ridges and depressions on 
their tops. In the ‘high sichool building, 
with the exception of the commercial 
room, there is not a room in which there 


are conveniences for a writen exercise 


with pen and ink. Only three rooms in 
the building contain -desks, and they 
have no ink wells. “This means that all 


written exercises must be with pencils } 


or the pupils must carry fountain pens 
or ink bottles. Mutich:..penici] work is 
liaible to lead to the use of poor paper, 
careless writing and general lack of 
neatness in ‘work. The reading of such 
work is very destructive to the eyesigh: 
of teachers. It-.should be possible to 
have written work with pen and ink for 
every class at some times. This calls 
for desks and ink wells. To equip every 


recitation room with these would throw 


out of use the settees now in use and 
would cost 40 per cent more than a plan 
that I am about to present. I was told 
last September that some of the pupils 
lounged on the steps of the buildings 
across the street and wasted their time. 
I have studied this matter during the 
present spring, and have found that if a 
student had a vacant hour between reci- 
tations an'd lives at seme distance from 
the school, he is at a loss for a place to 
study. The library can accommodate 
seventy or eighty, and is usually crowd- 
ed; especially in the morning hours; 
but the conveniences there for study 
are quite meager and the ventilation is 
not sufficient for so many. One of the 
greatest -neecs of the high school is a 
room into which students may go to 
study when they do not have classes 
and in which the ninth grade may be 
permanently seated. The transition 
from the eighth grade, in which pupils 
are required to remain in the building 
during ‘all. the session hours to the un- 
restricted freedom as to study time, has 
long been known to result in temporary 
or permanent demoralization of a con- 
siderable number of the weaker stu- 
dents. T'he High School hall is the only 
room in the building that is large 
enough for this purpose. In its present 
form it would be very expensive to 
heat because of the very high ceiling. 
If a lower or false ceiling were put in, 
the acoustile properties. would, almost 
certainly, be improved, they could not 
be made worse, and the expense of 
heating would be greatly lessened. Sin- 
gle sittings for 250 pupils might be 
placed there. This would provide for 
the ninth grade and for such others as 
might need seats there. It would af- 
ford conveniences for written work and 
still leave the room available for the 
weekly chapel exercises: but, probably, 
not for graduation exercises. It would 
be necessary. to place a teacher in 
charge of this room. In this connection 
it may be said that the ventilation of 
the whole high school building, so far 
as there is ‘any, is very defective, 
CEINSUS. 

During the current year it has been 
reasonably certain thatsthere has been 
a considerable number of children who 
have not complied with the provisions 
of the compulsory attendance law. Tine 
‘census book was called into use for the 
purpose of searching -out suspected 
cases, but was found to be of little aid. 
It would be of great advantage io have 
the next enumeration made so as to 
show the names anid residences of par- 
ients and the names and ‘ages of children 
by wards. By proper arrangements this 
may be done with but little extra labor 
for the first time, and with much iess

BOOKS AND APPARATUS. 

At the opening of the current school 
year an appropriation of $300 was made 
for purchase of supplementary reading 
matter for use in the grades. With this 
between 1,000 and 1,100 books were 
bought, These have been in use during 
the past six months with very good re-

ed in many cases. Its educational need 
is becoming greater and greater year by 
year. It is generally looked upon as a 
very expensive branch. It really is no 
more so than some of those already in 
the regular curriculum. I estimate that 
$200 would be all that’ would be neces- 
sary to begin and ‘carry on for a year 
such work in an elementary way in the 
lower grades. This estimate is intend- 
ed to iniclude the cost of a teacher for 
the teachers and all material for the 
first year’s ‘work. The ‘cost would in- 
crease from year to year until it was 
fully introduced into the high schocl. 
How great it would become there would 
depend upon the extent of the course. 
If it were confined to work in wood, the 
equipment would, probably, cost $2,000. 
if properly 
cared for, in years. After a full equip- 
ment was installed, the principal ex- 
pense would be for a teacher. 

ADDITION TO THE HIGH SCHOOL 

BUILDING. 

The extension of the commercial de- 
partment, the introduction of manual 
training, a better chemical laboratory, 
proper study rooms, additional room 
for the library, which is most urgently 
needed, all combined ‘call for an addi- 
tion to the high school building at the 
earliest possible date. 

I am aware that all of these sugges- 
tions mean the expenditure of money. 
Ann ‘Arbioor’s prosperity depends more 
upon her educational institutions than 
upon all other factors combined. If her 
educational advantages cease to be con- 
sidered the best in the state, her popu- 
lation will ‘diminish, rents will fall and 
all kinds of business will decline. As it 
is, an evidence of business acumen on 
the part of the merchant to excel his 
competitors in the quatity of his goods 
and the agreeableness of his salesmen, 
so it is evidenec of business wisdom for 
Ann Arbor to make her public schools 
the best in the state. It willl be neces- 
sary to invest more money in them to 
do this, Every dollar should be made to 
go.as far as possible, but not te spend 
the dollar will be to miss the benefit. 
The farmer who hopes to economize py 
hoarding his seed instead of sowing it 
will get a scanty harvest, if he gets any 
at all.

The nicrease, as will be perceived, is 
one- -twelfth of a mill. This raise in the 
tax will result in an increase in the rev- 
enues of the institution of albout $80,000 
& year. 

It is asserted in Ann Arbor that- the 
matter will come to a vote early next 
week. If the house will pass the bill it 


is almost certain that Gov. Eavetep will 
sign it.

THAT WiLL BE THE THE NUMBER TO 
BE GIVEN GUT, 


TO THE ANN ARBOR BOYS WHO 
WENT TO WAR. 


The general committee for.the recep- 
tion of the returning soldiers met at the 
city clerk’s office last evening. Mayor 
Imick called the meeting to order. 

Chairman Beakes, of the finance conl- 
mittee, said that he had expected to 
make a definite report of just how much 
money had been collected in, but was 
unable to do so on account of not all of 
the sub-reports being handed in. His 
estimate was that about $1,200 had been 
raised. He said that the average 
amount raised was at the rate of $209 
for two hour's’ solicitation, and he 
thought that the different territories 
had not yet been spoiled. | 

Chairman Pack, of the entertainment 
committee, reported that they had done 
nothing as yet owing to the fact that 
they had been waiting to see if the ar- 


mory could be purchased. If it is going 


to be purchased, the conrmittee wanted 
‘to know if there would be any money 
left to do anything with. He said that 
he had heard that the W. R. C. had held 
a meeting and had agreed to furnish a 
banquet or supper for the returning sol- 
diers. He said in that case the commit- 
tee would arrange the program, musical 
and otherwise. 
- Somebody inquired how many soldiers 
would come back as a body. 

Mr. Pack—‘‘Capt. Granger ‘writes me 
that 76 have signed an agreement to re- 
turn as a body.” 

A't this point Dean Seabolt arose and 
pledged the local lodge of Elks for $30 
for the armory. 

Chairman Millard, of the medal com> 
mittee, reported that the city had ap- 
propriated $3800 for medals and that it 
was the intention to give every Ann 
Arbor man who went out to the 'war a 
medal. We figure that it will take be- 
tween 160 and 170 medals.” 

On motion of Mr. Beakes, the thanks 
of the committee was extended to the 
W. R. C, for its generous gift of $300 to 
the armory fund, this being the first 
society to donate. It was carried unani- 
micusly. 

_ ‘Mr. Millard moved that Messrs. Dean

gestions concerning the needs OL tue 
coming’ year. Only such matters con- 
cerning the past will now be referred to 
‘as’ are iconsidered necessary to afford 
a proper consideration cf the needs of 
the future, and only those matters will 
now be brought up that appear to me 
to be those in which the Board of Edu- 
cation must be the ‘moving spirits. 
Methods of teaching and all matters 
pertaining especially to 'the work of the 
teachers are reserved for discussion 
with them. I will speak first of 
BUILDINGS. 

By the addition made to the Tappan 
and to the Philp Balch school's last 
summer, they have been made conveni- 
ent and adequate to the present needs 
of those schools. The naw heating ap- 
paratus put into ‘the Elisha Jones school 
has been a decided ‘improvement. The 
expense attendant upon these changes 
was considerable, but I think that all 
who have examined the work are agreed 
that the money ‘was well expended. In 
@pite of the considerable expenditure of 
last year there are still some things 
that are urgent and that ought to be at- 
tended to at the very beginning of the 
summer vacation. From previous ex- 
perience I am confident that it would 
be true economy to place the work in 
charge of some competent man, who 
should be held responsible for its qual- 
ity. 

The walls and ceilings of mary of the 
school rooms in the city are dingy and 
unsightly. Nearly all of them need tint- 


‘ing, both for the purpose of beautifying 


them and of improving the light so that 
the children’s eyes may be ‘subjected to 
less strain. This is especially needed 
in the rooms of the older part of the 
Third ward building. 'There the walls 
and ceilings should ‘be scraped before 
being tinted. ‘All room's that are not 
already thus supplied should have pic- 


for display of the work of pupils. As 
parents seldom enter the school rooms 
and know but little of the schools, the 
teachers are hampered in their work by 
the lack of incentives to ‘miove the chil- 
Gren to do their best work. That on pa- 
per is considered by the children as des- 
tined for the waste basket or as done 
for the teacher, It has been found that 
many pupils are spurred to do better 
work ‘by placing their productions 
where they can be seen iby all. A plain 
strip of soft wood placed six or nine 
inches above the blackboard, so that 
papers may be tacked to it, ora wire 
placed in the same place to which pa- 
pers may be attached by ‘‘elips’ will 
answer the same purpose. The mould- 
ing and strips will afford attachment 
for decorations without defacement of 
the walls. Individual teachers have, in 
some cases, spent from five to ten dol- 
lars of their own money in buying pic- 
‘tures for the decoration of their rooms. 
They certainly should be afforded suit- 
able means for hanging them. 

The interior wood work of some rooms 
needs repainting quite as much as the 
walls and ceilings need tinting, 

In some rooms the blackboards are in 
very unsatisfactory condition. This is 
especially true in the W. S. Perry 
sichlool. There it twill, probably, be 
necessary to make some boards entirely 
new.. Several rooms in the Third ward 
are- also in need of new boards. The 
others, doubtless, need only a fresh coat 
of liquid slating..- 

In the high school building, room No. 
7 %s entirely too small for the large 
classes that meet there. It might 
enlarged by removing the partition on 
the north side. This would make the 
room eight feet wider. It would neces- 
sitate the removal of the stairway on 
the north side of the office. As there 
would still be four stairways leading to 
the second floor, this could readily be 
spared.

good citizen than ‘the one who has to 
share a seat and desk either with -his 
chosen: friend or with one whom he dis- 
likes. Aigain, although these oid desks 
have ‘been well cared for during the 
last half century, age and wear have 
told on them so that they are not, in 
many cases, smooth enough to admit of 
writing on them without something to 
disguise the ridges and depressions on 
their tops. In the ‘high school building, 
with the exception of the commercial 
room, there is not a room in which there 
are conveniences for a written exercise 
with pen and ink. Only three rooms in 
the building contain -desks, and they 
have no ink ‘wells. “This means thai all 


written exercises must be with pencils } ; fo 
ably upon the following bills and recom- 


or the pupils must carry fountain pens 
or ink ‘bottles. Much: pencil work is 
liable to lead to the use of poor paper, 
careless writing and general lack of 
neatness in work. The reading of such 
work is very destructive to the eyesighz 
of teachers. It-.should be possible to 
have written work with pen and ink for 
every class at some times. This calls 
for desks and ink wells. To equip every 
recitation room with these would throw 
out of. use the settees now in use and 
would cost 40 per cent more than a plan 
that I am about 'to present. I was told 
last September that some of the pupils 
lounged on the steps of the buildings 
across the street and wasted their time. 
I have studied this matter during the 
present sipring, and have found that if a 
student had a vacant hour between reci- 
tations an'd lives at some distance from 
the school, he is at a loss for a place to 
study. The library can accomimodate 
seventy or eighty, and is usually crowd- 
ed; especially in the morning hours; 
but the conveniences there for study 
are quite meager and the ventilation is 
not sufficient for so many. One of the 
greatest -neecs of the high school is a 
room into which students may go to 
study when they do not have classes 
and in which the ninth grade may be 
permanently seated. The transition 
from the eighth grade, in which pupils 
are required to remain in the building 
during ‘all. the session hours to the un- 
restricted freedom as to study time, has 
lonig been known to result in temporary 
or permanent demoralization of a con- 
siderable number of the weaker stu- 
dents. The High School hall is the only 
room in the building that is targe 
enough for this purpose. 
form it would 
heat because of the very high ceiling. 
If a lower or false ceiling were put in, 
the acoustic properties: would, almost 
certainly; be improved, they could not 
be made worse, and the expense of 
heating would be greatly lessened. Sin- 
gle sittings for 250 pupils might be 
placed there. This would provide for 
the ninth grade and for such others as

still leave the room available for the 
weekly chapel exercises: but, probably, 
not for graduation exercises. It would 
be necessary. to place a teacher in 
charge of this room. In this connection 
it may be said that the ventilation of 
the whole nigh school building, so far 
as there is ‘any, is very defective. 
CEINSUS. 

During the current year it has been 
reasonably certain thatsthere has been 
a considerable number of children who 
have not complied with the provisions 
of the compulsory attendance law. ‘Tine 
census book was called into use for the 
purpose of searching out suspected 
cases, but was found to be of little aid. 
It would be of great advantage to have 
the next enumeration. -made so as to 
show the names and residences of par- 
ents and the names and ages of children 
by wards. By proper arrangements this 
may be done with but little extra labor 
for the first time, and with much iess

The old boilers under the middle por- 
tion of the eastern side of the building 
are growing less valuable each year. 
They will never be needed where they 
now are and they cumlber room that 
ought to be available for some purpose, 
It seems to me that they ought to be 
removed soon. 

The storage of bicycles has become an 
urgent problem. At this building there 
is sufficient room for the boys’ needs in 


this line, but not for the girls’. The 
basement room. under room: No, 2, which 


is just across the hall from where we 
now are, and which needs to be cleaned 
out, for sanitary reasons, might be pre- 
par ‘ed to receive the girls’ wheels. At 
the Tappan school, recently. I counted 
twenty-five wheels in the corridors at 
one time, eighteen belonging to giris 
and seven to boys. There is ample room 
in the basement of the new part of that 
building for their storage if it were 
made accessible and furnished with 
racks, 

The gas pipes and the twater pipes in 
the older part of this building leak ii 
many places. The former need repair- 
ing and the latter, perhaps, should be 
replaced by electric fixtures. 

The heating plant of this building is 
all in one system. The supply of radiat- 
ing surface is greater per cubic foot of 
space to be*heated in the old than in the 
new ‘portion, while the new portion is 
on the ‘colder side of the house. ‘This 
makes it difficult to heat the ` rooms 
properly in severely cold weather. Be- 
ing all in one system, ‘without provision 
for cutting off any part except by local 
radiators, it is practically impossible to 
heat a part for any purpose, or at any 
time, without wasting heat in other 
parts. Again, the pipes and radiators | 
in the old building are weakened by 
long use and are liable to give out at any 
time, but especially during some very 
cold ‘weather, when it is necessary to 
carry the greatest pressure of steam: in 
order to heat the northern part of the 
building. The northern portion needs 
several new radiators, the old portion 
needs an entire overhauling, and it 
should all be so arranged that parts, 
especially the library and office, may be 
heated separately. 

GROUNDS. 

Having beautified the interiors of the 
school buildings, it is almost as neces- 
sary that the grounds surrounding them 


| 


the legal age for admission to school or 
for exemption from compulsory attend- 
anice, it would be an advantage if we 
had a record of the date of birth of all 
children in the district. This would 
make it possible to prevent the admis- 
sion of children under five years of age 
and to detect incorrect statements con- 
cerning the age of children subject to 
compulsory attendance. 
BOOKS AND APPARATUS. 

At the opening of the current school 
year an appropriation of $300 was made 
for purchase of supplementary reading 
matter for use in the grades. With this 
between 1,000 and 1,100 books were 
bought, These have been in use during 
the past six months with very good re- 
sults. Generally they have been well 
eared for and will last for several years 
longer. The supply, however, is far 
from being a complete one. An equal 
amount ought to be ‘devoted to this pur- 
pose during the coming year. 

COMMERCIAL COURSE. 

While the work now done in the com- 
mercial course is first-class in all re- 
spects, it seems to me that it should be 
extended as soon as possible to include 
shorthand, typewriting and commercial 
geography. I advocate this addition on 
the ground that the subjects have much 
disciplinary value, and are, at the same 
time, of practical value in real business. 

PHYSICAL CULTURE. 

During the past few years you have 
expended several hundred dollars in 
fitting up a room to be used as a gym- 
nasium. For some time teachers pos- 
sessed of time and a missionary spirit 
gave free instruction to the high school 
boy@ and girls. During the current 
year the teachers have been too busy 
to continue such instruction or the stu- 
dents have lacked enthusiasm in it, and 
not very mutch use has been made of the 
room. 'The students positively need the 
instruction, the teachers have not time 
to give it. From inquiries made and 
reports received it appears probable 
that a small appropriation would secure 
suitable instruction for both boys and 
girls in the high-school. The manuals 


purchased some time ago and placed in > 


the hands of the ward school teachers 
will answer all requirements for them 
for some time,

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A GLORIOUS VICTORY. 


Before a large crowd of admiring and 


applauding spectators, the Republican 


ex-city officials yesterday, afternoon 
demonstrated their mental, moral, polit- 
ical anid physical superiority over their 
Democratic brethren by defeating them 
in a game of ‘ball by a score of 29 to 20. 
Under the valiant leadership of ex- 
Mayors Harding and Davis, the Demo- 
crats struggled manfully, and for four 
out of the six innings were in the lcad 
by a number of points. At length, 
however, Republican strategy and 
finesse got in its work, and the desecnd- 
ants of Jefferson were gradually re- 
duced to the condition of the con- 
quered. The chances for fine team work 
on both sides were considerably dimin- 
ished by the wilful error of the two 
captains, who, in making out their lists 
of players, impressed into service men 
who properly belonged to the other side.
